Facts regarding wages, hours, 
and working conditions have been 
gathered bv the AYC committee 
through observation. and_ inter- 
views with both workers and bos- 
ses at the cannery. 


HOURS. 


The California Sanitary Cannery 
operates about 9 months of the 
year, canning peaches, apricots, 
olives, etc. Especially during the 
peach and apricot season, the 


workers have no assurance of reg- 


ular employment at reasonable 
hours. Work at the cannery starts 
at 7 a. m., and may continue until 
noon, or until early the next morn- 
ing. The lupach and dinner 
“hours” vary. in Jengeth between 
13 minutes and 60 minutes,, ac- 


cording to how much fruit is com- 
ing in, although the cannery lunch- 
room accommodates only a frac- 
tion of the emnployes at a prohibi- 
tive price, and there are no eat- 
ins’ places in the immediate neigh- 
borhood. Although the managers 
claim that the working day sel- 
dom exceeds 10 hours, and never 
12, workers report that they are 
often kept in the cannery for more 
than 12 hours, and as long as 17 
hours. Girls dre’ paid by the piece, 
yet they are not allowed to stop 
working even after 12 hours if the 
fruit is not finished. It was sug- 
gested to one of the managers 
that during the height of the sé@a- 
son the cannery operate with two 
8-hour shiifts. He protested that 
checking the’ two shifts out and in 
would cost the cannery money.

months’ hard labor (on a charge 
of having failed to pass a Dicta- 
tion Test in Dutch). He, too, was 
released on appeal, thanks to the 
campaigirr and the clever 
handling of the legal machine by 
Mr. Piddington. And Griffin tour- 
ed 5,000 miles, with or without 
Nisch to tell the workers all about 
it. And now, after a bitter cam- 
paign, Griffin has won his appeal. 
If the skin of J.yons and Men- 
ZICS thinner than that of a 
rhinoceros, they must have squirm- 
ed when that news came through. 
Thev themselves, by ‘their political 
stupidity, had contributed some- 
thing to this anti-fascist campaisn, 
But. the comparative 
ence of the Australian 
Sie was not the decisive factor. 
The decisive factor was the Unit- 
ed Front tacties of the Anti-War 
Movement and the International 
Labor Defense, welding together 
on this important issue not only 
the workers and farmers, but also 
the best of the students and intel- 
lectuals, Labor Parliamentarian, 
University professors and lawyers 
and others. And inseparable from 
this was the unusual skill and po- 
pularity of Kisch and Griffin.
